Strasburg, Nov. 1. 
HE Marefchal de Villars, has fettled 
the Contributions of the upper Mar- 
~ quifate of Baden Dourlach at 27000 
rowns, and has in part regulated 
the Contributions of the Neighbouring 
Country. ‘The Forts and Retrenchments of the 
Enemy are razed, and the Works that are to cover 
the Head of the Bridge at Hunninghen are perfected. 
The Fortifications of Newbourg are likewife in great 
forwardnefs, but not quite finifh’d: Yet the cover’d 
Way is in a State of Defence, and they prepare to 
fuftain vigoroufly the Siege with which they are 
threaten’d by the Prince of Baden. He is encamp’d 
at Stauffen between Fribourg and Newbourg, and 
having been reinforc’d by the Counts Stirum and 
Thungen, has an Army of 44 Battallions and 120 
ny rons, (according to the common Report.) The 
Advices from Swabia, fay, That the Elector of 
Bavaria had feiz’d the Imperial Town of Kempten 
on the Iler ; And afterwards hearing that General 
Palfi with 100 or 1200 Huffars, had pofted him- 
felf at Dilinghen on the left of the Danube, beyond 
Ulm ; and had poffefs’d himfelf of the Bridge of 
Lawingen on the fame River; he order’d the Troops 


that lay near Landsberg and Fridberg to march to- 


wards Donawert to guard the Paffes of the Danube 


on that fide ; and commanded other Troops to ad- 
vance, who took poft at Guntsberg, a Town fituate 
on the Right of the Danube, in the Marquifate of 


Burgau, which belongs to the Emperor: But on’ 


their Appreach, General Palfi fearing to be furpriz’d, 
abandon’d his Pofts, and retir’d further off. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 18. 

They write from Alfatia, That on the firft of this 
Month, Prince Lewis of Baden, (who was advanc'd 
within half a League of-Newbourg, as tho’ he de- 
fign'd to attack that place,) decamp’d, and made a 
march of 7 hours down the Rhine. The fame day, 
the Marfhal de Villars repafs’d the Rhine with his 
Army, march’d down that fide of the River, and 
encamp’d at Otmarfen over againft Newbourg ; 
from whence he detach’d the Count du Bourg, with 
a Body of Horfe and Dragoons, with orders to ad- 
vance berween the Ill and the Rhine, and obferve 
the Motions of the Prince of Baden. The Marfhal 
de Villars continued at Ormarfen on the 3d and 4th; 
and underftanding that the Prince of Baden pro- 
ceeded on his march down the Rhine, he mov’d the 
fame way, and on the 6th encamp’d within two 
Leagues of Strasburg, and is fince come to that 
City. The Prince of Baden is arriv’d on the other 
fide of the Rhine near Fort Kell. We have advice 
that the Elector of Bavaria continued,without being 
molefted, to difpofe of his Troops into their Quar- 
ters: And that on the 29th of October, General 
Palfi march’d with the Body of Huffars that he com- 
mands to attack the little Town of Werting, be- 
longing to the Chancellor of Bavaria, and fituate 
beyond the Iler. Upon which the Baron de Mon- 
tigny Languet threw himfelf into the Place with a 
Detachment, and fuftain’d the Enemys Efforts with 


fo much Vigour, that they were oblig’d to retire 
with confiderable Lofs, after they had Sia 4 hours 
before the Place: The Baron de Montigny Languet 
follow’d them in their Retreat, broke them, and pur- 
fued them two Leagues to the Danube, fo that a 
great number of them were kill’d and drown’d. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 14. 

Befil, Nov. 4. Marfhal Villars is retir’d over the 
Rhine and march’d down to Ormarfen. The French 
plunder’d fome Villages in the Brifgau, and fettled 
Contributions likewife ; but feeing they are gone 
over the River “tis like they will not be paid. The 
Imperialifts are march’d down 8 Leagues below Fri- 
burg. All the Cantons are refolv’d to hold them- 
felves in a Pofture of Defence ; the Catholick Can- 
tons have declar’d themfelves Neuters in relation to 
the Capitulation with the Dutchy of Milan. 


Frank fort, Nov. 8. On the 3d the Confederate 


Army feparated, and went into Winter-Quarters. 
The Troops of the Palatinate are march’d towards 
the Hond{rug to cover that Country. The reft will 
lye about Haguenau. The Black Forreft is guarded 
with 4000 Imperialifts, and all the Peafants are in 
Arms ; which will hinder the Bavarians from padling 
through it to joyn the French this Winter.

_ Heidelberg, Nov. 7. General Birkleyn has fallen 
with fome regular Troops and Peafants upon the ad- 


vanc'd Troeps of the Bavarians, and done them fome 
Damage.

Ratuébon, Nov. 9. There has beep a Rencounter 
between the Bavarians and the Imperial Huffars 
near Ehingen, in which 80 of the Huffars were kill’d. 

Frank fort, Nov. 12. The Confederate Army is 
feparated, and difpos'd into Winter-Quarters and 
convenient Pofts on each fide of the Rhine. Count 
Stirum is to command on this fide, Count Thungen 
on the other, and Prince Lewis of Baden will refide 
in Raftad. | 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Nov. 18. 

They write from the Camp near Traerbach of rhe 
qth, That Count Tallard arriv’d before that Place 
on the 31ft with 20 Battallions and 32 Squadrons. 
The fame day he feiz’d on the Town of Traerbach, 
which the Enemy quitted on his approach and re- 
tir'd into the Caftle. He found ir fo difficult to 
raife a Battery againft the Caftle, chat his Artillery 
could not be got ready to play till the 5th, and on 
the: 7th the Garrifon confifting of 400 Men-beat a 
Parley, and furrendred on condition to march our 
with their Arms and Baggage ; The King’s Troops 
being poffefs’d of this place are Mafters on the Mo- 
felle, and will be able to raife great Contributions. 

From the Paris Gazette,a Ja main,dated Nov.17. 

Since the taking of Tracrbach, the Count de Tal- 
lard is mov’d towards Saar Lewis with 18 Battallions 
and 30 Squadrons; ‘tis thought he will levy Con- 
tributions on that fide, put his Troops into good 
Quarters, and then return to Court. 

Mentz, Nov. 11. The Diftrict of Simmeren is to 
pay 24000 Gulders, and Creutznach a like Sum, 
Contributions, to the French. The Huffars have alfo 
taken 2000 Gulders Contribution of Creutznach ; x 
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bat betwixt both they will be put to it to find 
Moncy enough to ftave off Military Execution with 
which Count Vallard has threatned them, unlefs 
they {peedily bring in what he demanded. A Party 
of French has plundcr'd the Village of Munfter in 
the Palatinate fituate on the Nahe, Stripping the In- 
habitants. We hear that she ftrong Cattle of Graef- 
tenburg near Traerbach furrender'd yefterday to the 
French.

Cieutznach, Nov. 13. Count Tallard being appre- 
henfive of our Preparations to cover the Hondirug, 
is retir'd towards ‘Triers.
